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PREFATORY NOTE. 



A nw years since, the writer had charge of a class of 
boys, whose ages ranged from ten to thirteen years. They 
nsed a qaestion-book ; but their manner of reading a 
whole verse when the answer was contained in only a 
portion of it, and their lack of knowledge concerning the 
places where the events occurred, convinced him that some 
other form of teaching must be adopted to retain their 
interest, and impart to them any definite ideas concerning 
the places where Jesus spoke his words, and did his won- 
derful works. We decided to analyze every lesson by 
asking these three questions ; first, Where did these things 
take place ; and second. Who were mentioned ; and third, 
What was done. At once their listlessness was gone, and 
a more eager class the writer never saw than were those 
boys under the new system. The same plan was subse- 
quently attempted with a Bible class of young men, and 
with a similar success. 

In those questions, one more element has been added 
to the analysis, — that of time. 

It is urp;ecl, in behalf of this system of study, that it is 
the natural order. To those accustomed to read verse by 
verse, it may appear the direct opposite of the natural 
method to ask questions at the opening of a lesson Aat

i^ike the scholar, it majr be, to the last rerse id the por- 
tion of Scriptare under examination. Bat more careful 
thought will show any intelligent teacher, that the four 
inquiries of Where and Who and When and What cover 
the ground, and are the great points to be brought out in 
the questions upon any narration. 

And the influence of such a method pursued in the 
Sabbath lesson will be felt in the daily reading of God's 
Word. It will accustom the teacher as well as the pupil 
to carefulness in the use of the Bible. 

The lessons are intended for two widely different classes 
of scholars. Those m the coarse print are a lesson by 
themselves, and those only are to be used by the younger 
classes ; but it is recommended that the teachers of such 
classes talk to their classes about the questions in the smaller 
Jype. 

For adult scholars, besides the questions in coarse print, 
a large number have been added in finer type. 'Many 
of them will require careful study. Perhaps no single 
work lately published contains so much, in so compact a 
form, for Sabbath-school teachers, as " The Student's New- 
Testann^nt History," by Dr. William Smith. Those who 
can procure the large " Dictionary of the Bible," or even 
the Abridgment of it, by. the same author, will of 
course do so. But the essential facts in their connected 
form are found in '' The Student's New-Testament His- 
tory ; " the cost of which places it within the reach of 
every teacher of an adult Bible-class. These questions are 
sent out with the prayer that the Master may bless this 
humble attempt to ** open the Scriptures " to thosr) who 
may use them.
